"Wild" cats continue to plague the 
Wilmington Board of Health as 
members addressed the problem 
Monday night. 

The board learned that the 
Animal Rescue League has been 
contacted and will be rounding up 
more than 25 cats belonging to 
Regina Klements of Lawrence 
Street. That trapping is scheduled 
for Friday and Saturday 

Acting on neighbors’ complaints, 
the board had recently ordered the 
owner to reduce the number of her 
cats to the legal limit of six. When 
there was no response, the board 
asked Animal Control officer Ellen 
Davis to undertake the job or get 
help from the proper state agency 

Davis cautioned persons living 
anywhere near Lawrence Street to 
keep their cats indoors on Friday 
and Saturday. An additional means 
of protecting a pet from being 
trapped by mistake would be to 
mark the flea collar with a phone 
number. 

The board also discussed another 
complaint, this time registered by 
Davis. Davis told health officials 
there were now twice as many cats 
as before living in a renovated 
house in Hathaway Acres. The 
home, which is owned by Barbara 
Morgan, burned almost two years 
ago. At that time, health officers 
found numerous cats which had 
lived in unsanitary conditions and 
were left unattended in cages in the 
basement of the home. The board 
noted Monday Morgan had appa- 
rently returned to her home and 
her cats were again posing a 
problem for her neighborhood. 
One of the biggest concerns of the 
board is the possibility of rabies in 
connection with the feral cats. 
Health officials plan to serve notice 
to the owner that she will have to 
get rid of the cats as stipulated in 
their regulations.

A move by Wilmington High's 

athletic director to take the 50/50 

Raffle out of the hands of the 

school's Booster Club led to 

intervention by the Wilmington 
School Committee last week 

Committeeman Peggy Kane 
brought the issue up. She said she 
had had phone calls complaining 
the raffle was being removed from 
the bogster's authority and profits 
were now going to the Varsity 
Club. Kane said after investigating 
the claim, she learned the Varsity 
Club was not a club at all but a 
designation for a line item in the 
Student Activity Fund. Kane asked 
for an audit of the Student Activity 
Fund and motioned that the raffle 
revert to the Booster Club. Despite 
the fact that some members wanted 
more information, the motion 
carried in a close four to three vote 
of the board. 

According to Athletic Director 
Jim Gillis, the Booster Club is 
comprised of a group of parents, 
led by President Sally Radomski, 
who raise money for student 
scholarships and the end of the year 
banquet. The Booster Club 
reportedly ran the raffle for two 
years during basketball season and 
one year during football season, In 
addition, members also run the 
concession stand at football games, 

Gillis said, because of the recent 
cut in the athletic budget 
could force the layoff of a: 
coaches in several sports, he was 
now trying "to find avenues to 
come up with more money." One 
avenue would be to divert proceeds 
from the raffle to the Student 
Activity Fund, which could help 
pay the needed salaries. 

Principal Paul Fleming told 
committeemen Wednesday there's 
"a very established procedure" 
which is followed when money is 
either put into or taken out of the 
Varsity Club, under 4s direction.

Wilmington selectmen plan to 
take their time and hire the most 
qualified person for: permanent 
town manager, according to 
Chairman Bob Doucette. 

At Monday's selectmen's meet- 
ing, Doucette told those in 
attendance "we won't be rushing 
into anything" as selectmen began 
the search for a new town 
manager. The next manager will 
fill a vacancy left by Buzz 
Stapcezynski, who announced his 
intention to leave last March. In the 
past few months, Michael Caira has 
assumed the position of temporary 
town manager.

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Compromise 
reached on 
legal 
counsel

A compromise was reached 
Wednesday when members of the 
Wilmington School Committee 
voted five to two to hire two local 
attorneys as legal counsel for their 
board. The vote effectively broke a 
previous deadlock of the board. 

In a departure from past practice, 
Town Counsel Alan Altman and 
former school committeeman 
Robert Peterson were both chosen 
to represent the committee. Andrea 
Paglia and Phil Fenton opposed the 
compromise solution. Paglia said 
she still favored the third choice, 
the law firm of Murphy, Hesse, 
Toomey, and Lehane. Fenton said 
he was against paying an additional 
salary to Altman because it could 
be considered "double dipping" 
with taxpayers already paying a 
salary to the town counsel. 

Bob Surran spoke against 
Fenton's logic. He .explained 
Alunan sets his fee according to his 
workload, which previously did 
not include legal work for the 
school committee. Paglia foresaw a 
future conflict for Altman if voters 
pass the Citizens for Limited 
Taxation petition to slash taxes to 
the 1988 level. 

Overall, however, board 
members hailed the compromise 
proposed by Surran. 

“We have a chance to have the 
best of two worlds with Mr. 
Altman and Mr, Peterson,” stated 
Aldo Caira. 

Peggy Kane, who previously 
supported the outside law firm, 
said she was willing to compromise 
and suggested, because of his 
background, Peterson handle the 
educational issues that come up. 
Surran had suggested the two 
lawyers work on a rotating basis.

- ‘Truck sign to stay in place

A question of a safety issue 
centered onva sign erected for the 
Salem Street truck exclusion was 
laid to rest by Wilmington select- 
men Monday as they decided to 
leave the sign in place. In addition, 
selectmen agreed to petition the 
slate to post signs at the 125 exit off 
Route 93 forbidding heavy truck 
traffic from going past the North 
Intermediate School. 

The whole issue was raised by 
Safety Officer Bobby Shelley, who 
told selectmen two weeks ago he 
was concerned with trucks being 
directed to take a left turn towards 
the middle school. Though he felt 
then the sign at the Middlesex 
Avenue/ Salem Street intersection 
was not enforceable, he told 
selectmen he was wrong and the 
sign is indeed legal and 
enforceable, 

Police Chief Bobby Stewart said 
Monday the crux of the matter is 
the town is now using a sign to 
direct trucks past the school. He 
explained in case of an accident 
involving a student, he feared the 
town could be held liable. Another 
concern, said the chief, is the safety 
hazard created when long tractor 


trailers try to make a left turn at 
that intersection. Chief Stewart 
said he would prefer trucks to 
make a right tum onto Middlesex 
Avenue and continue to the traffic 
signals on Route 62. 

Selectmen apparently asked the 
police department last spring to 
monitor the impact of the truck 
exclusion when school resumed 
this September. Selectman Bob 
Cain told a group of area residents 
the town was just “acting in a 
proper manner" by following up 
on the signs. 

All present were in agreement 
that the truck exclusion was 
working. 

“We have less traffic coming 
through the town now," noted 
Selectman Chester Bruce. 

"We're not doing anything with 
the truck exclusion; it's working 
fine," agreed board chairman Bob 
Doucette. 

Jim Murray seemed to speak for 
his neighbors when he said 
selectmen should follow the old 
adage: "If it ain't broke, don't try 
to fix it.” 

Neighborhood spokesman Tony 
Capuano claimed the signs had 
reduced truck traffic by 80 


Board approves enhancement program

The Wilmington School Commit- 
tee voted last week to accept 
recommendations from principals 
at the elementary and middle 
schools to enhance the curriculum 
for gifted youngsters in the system. 
The board had been forced to scrap 
Project Enterprise, which had 
serviced gifted and talented 
students in the past, because-of 
budget constraints. However, they 
voted to put back $4,000 in the 
budget for some kind of 


enhancement program. 

Elementary principals recom- 
mended each of the three primary 
schools hold a one day a week class 
after school for fourth and fifth 
graders who are deemed "gifted" 
by their teachers, Iowa test scores, 
and previous year's grades, Middle 
school principals suggested an 
Academic Enrichment Program be 
started at the North and West 
Intermediate schools for gifted and 
talented sixth graders.

Anniversaries of note 


September 25 is a shared birthday for both the Town of 
Wilmington and for the City of Boston. Another institution with 
its anniversary on that date is American journalism. 

It was in 1690 that the first American newspaper was 
published in Boston by Benjamin Harris. Only one issue of 
Publick Occurrences was published, as the Colonial Governor 
and Council ordered it shut down on Sept. 29. 

The Town of Wilmington, although founded 40 years later, 
has lasted much longer than Publick Occurrences. The town 
celebrated its 260th anniversary on Tuesday. There was no 


official observance of the date. 


One century older than Wilmington is the city of Boston, 
founded in 1630. This year's anniversary has also passed 


without any great fanfare. 


All the attention this year is on the anniversary of Publick 


Occurrences 


The New England Press Association is marking 


in Boston this week. The only remaining copy 

of the paper is on display at the Boston Public Library, on loan 
from England. Reproductions are being printed and distributed. 
Journalism has had many advances, in technology, in scope of 
coverage and in its role in society. What Harris started with & 
three-page sheet has spread to thousands of newspapers, plus 


electronic coverage.

Recycling program cuts 
500 tons out of trash 


The Town of Wilmington has 
recycled over 500 tons of material 
since the starting date of October 
14, 1989. The success of this 
program is largely due to the 
tremendous support of the 
conscientious residents of the 
Town of Wilmington. The Town's 
efforts have been supported both in 
the form of volunteers and outright 
participation. The Town is 
currently closing in on its goal of 
recycling 550 tons within its first 
year of operation. This goal is 
definitely within striking range. 
Wilmington residents are strongly 
encouraged to continue to take 
their recyclable material to the 
drop off center and to spread the 
word among their neighbors, With 
your help over the next four weeks 
the town will achieve its goal of 
removing 550 tons of material 
from the waste stream at a cost 
savings of $62 per ton. 

Participation is perhaps the most 
challenging issue for.a recycling 
program. Convincing people to 
take their recyclable material to the 
drop off center requires a 
tremendous degree of publicity. 
Recycling requires a change in 
behavioral habits. Like most new 
habits recycling requires commit- 
ment and discipline on the part of 
individual residents. The town 
recognized the difficulty of 
changing people's habits and will 
continue to publicize the need to 
recycle. 

Perhaps the second most 
challenging issue is establishing 
consistent markets for the 
recyclable material generated. The 
recyclable material must be of a 
particular type and quality to be 
acceptable. Newspaper, for exam- 
ple, is unacceptable once 
contaminated with materials other 
than newspaper such as phone 
books, glossy flyers, envelopes and 
stationary. Glass is acceptable only 
if received in the form of glass jars 
and bottles. Other types of glass 
such as glass windows are a 
different grade of glass and 
contaminate the glass collection 
Once materials such as glass and 
newspaper are contaminated the 
value of these products to the final 
market is substantially reduced and 
in some instances totally 
unacceptable. With this in mind it 
is of critical importance that 
participants in the town's recycling 
program be aware of the specific 
types of material which are 
acceptable and how these materials 
should be packaged for disposal at 
the drop off center. 

Newspaper is currently accepted 
at the town's drop off center. 
Newspaper may be presented in 
paper bags or loose but should not 
be tied in bundles with twine. 
Magazines in small quantities may 
also be included with the 
newspaper. As a general rule of 
thumb residents should not take 
more than 50 magazines to the 


drop off center on any one 
Saturday. Glass is another com- 
modity which is recycled by the 
town. Glass is acceptable in clear, 
green or brown color and may be 
in the form of bottles or 
jars.Materials such as window glass 
and plate glass are unacceptable at 
the drop ‘off center. It is also 
important to rinse glass bottles and 
jars before disposing of them at the 
drop-off center. Caps and lids 


recyclable 


should be removed. This will 
ensure that the material is 
acceptable by the vendor receiving 
the commodity. Aluminum is the 
third product which is accepted by 
the town. Aluminum may be taken 
to the center in the form of cans, 
foil items, siding and doors to 
name a ve 

Once again these materials should 
be made as clean as possible prior 
to taking them to the drop off 
center. Usually a simple rinse of 
cans and foil is all that is necessary. 
It should be remembered that 
aluminum materials are hot 
magnetic. Plastic bottles are also 
acceptable. These bottles should 
come in the form of plastic milk, 
water or juice jugs. These bottles 
may be distinguished by their 
translucent makeup, Plastic bottles 
should be thoroughly rinsed to 
remove milk or juice residue Such 
residue will reduce the market 
value of these bottles. Caps and 
tings should also be removed from 
the bottles. 

Prior to disposal at the drop off 
center each plastic bottle should be 
flattened to maximize the number 
of bottles which can be accepted in 
the storage bins. Corrugated 
cardboard is also acceptable in the 
town's recycling program, 
Cardboard should be as clean as 
possible and fattened prior to 
delivery, Returnable cans and 
boules may be taken to the 
recycling center. Once again 
bottles and cans should be rinsed 
and caps removed. These 
returnable bottles and cans are 
separated out and turned in at an 
area redemption center. The 
money received from these 
materials is returned to the Town. 

Leaves may be dropped at the 


“center any time throughout the 


year. Only leaves are accepted at 
the drop off center. Branches or 
grass clippings ‘except for 
incidental amounts with the leaves 
are unacceptable, Leaves may be 
disposed of at the site in a loose or 
bagged form. The town is planning 
a curbside pickup of leaves to be 
conducted during the week of 
October 29 and during the week of 
November 26, Please watch the 
newspaper for details, 

With everyone's cooperation the 
materials will be 
acceptable to the various recycling 
vendors. Adequate and consistent 
markets for recyclable materials 
will result in’ significant cost 
avoidance and in some instances 
actual dollars being returned to the 
town. Finally, while the town 
encourages everyone to recycle, 
the town must limit participation at 
the Wilmington drop off center to 
Wilmington residents only 
Individuals from other communi- 
tics should consult their own town 
hall to obtain information about 
recycling activities going on in 
their area, 

If your town is not currently 
recycling and you wish to start a 
recycling program you. should 
encourage your board of selectmen 
or public works superintendent to 
start one. They can provide you 
with helpful hints. In the 
meantime, the Town of 
Wilmington strongly encourages 
its residents to continue the fine 
example which has been set in 
recycling.

I was sorry to read of the recent 
resignation of Neil Waisner as 
chairman of the finance committee. 
We are all indebted to Mr. Waisner 
for his five years of dedicated 
service to the public good. The 
finance committee's job was more 
difficult this year because of 
cutbacks in state aid. Tt will be even 
more difficult’ next year 
Mr.Waisner's considerable talents 
will be missed, especially if the 
CLT Petition (Question 3) is passed 
-and local aid is reduced further. 

In a letter to the Town Crier, 
Selectman Haldane made~ an 
interesting observation about 
Question 3, saying that by lowering 
taxes it would allow people to give 
more to charity if they wish to do 
so, This was in response to a 
suggestion that Question,Three 
would hurt the needy. 

This is the first time I have read 
any comment from a local leader 
on the effects of Question 3 and I 
applaud Selectman Haldane for 
responding to this question 

candidly - although I doubt CLT 
sincerely cares much ‘about the 
needy. But, this is not the major 
issu¢ Question 3 raises. 

While many people think the $2 
billion in required budget cuts will 
affect. only other folks (not 
themselves), according to what I 
have read, Medicaid, general relief 
and other mandated programs 
cannot be reduced even if Question 
3 is passed. The $2 billion in cuts 
will have to come from the $6 
billion in “discretionary” budget 
items like highway and bridge 
repairs, aid to ofties and towns, 
state police, state hospital ind 
the cuts would be huge. It has been 
suggested that major cuts in these 
areas would have a’ severe impact 
on the state's declining economy 
and on towns like Wilmington, The 
employment picture could darken 
further. 

Things have changed since 
Question 3 was first proposed. 
State revenues have fallen; the 
economy has declined further; the 
country is on the brink of war; and 
voters sent a strong message to 
politicians in the primary election, 
Maybe those favoring Question 3 
should reconsider now before 
further harm is done to our state. If 
not, I suggest that all town leaders 
and candidates who are supporting 
Question 3 should clearly spell out 
in writing where the $2 billion in 
cuts will be made and how they will 
impact the state's economy and the 
town, 

So far, they have been very 
vague, indicating they have not 
thought through the impacts of this 
proposal. If our local leaders (and 
candidates) have thought them 
through, they should be able to 
itemize the cuts and describe the 
impacts. This would help us to 
decide on Question 3 intelligently 
instead of emotionally. If they are 
unable or unwilling to do so, they 
are not leaders in the trué sense of 
the word.

Skibbe challenges Buell

She cites the health hazards, 
the radioactive waste problem, and 
an egregiously poor evacuation 
policy as her rationale. 

As a former history teacher at 
Triton Regional High School she 
values the education of our 
children. Skibbe wants quality 
education for children - she says 
that the price we pay is worth the 
money in the long run 

Skibbe is willing to reevaluate 
Proposition 2 1/2 and goes on to 
say "I'm starting to think that we 
can't (live responsibly with 
Proposition 2 1/2)...we need to 
rely less on regressive real estate 
tax, and more on broad based taxes 
anyway, taxes which allow people 
to pay more in their earning 
years." Like most Democrats, 
Skibbe labels the "no new taxes” 
sentiment as the "most 
irresponsible attitude.”

Where did the summer go? It is 
probably just me, but it surely 
seems as though the seasons are 
coming and going faster and faster 
each year! 

We scraped ice off the car's 
windshield on Tuesday morning, 
Sept. 18. This simple act always 
signaled the onset of fall for me 
Most of the leaves of the pumpkin 
and squash plants wre blackened, 
yet the tomato plants were 
untouched, It is time to shift the 
mental gears away from fresh corn 
and warm weekends to cider, 
pumpkins, and sweaters. 

There are some gardening 
resolutions we should consider 
making for October, assuming we 
want next year's garden to be 
better than was this year's, Here is 
my own short list of tasks‘ for the 
Next several weeks: 

1. Shred, burn or bag this year's 
garden refuse. Doing so will keep 
down the population of many 
destructive insects which would 
otherwise winter over. Further, it 
is critical that plants which were 
diseased be removed from your 
property. Fungus and disease 
spores are amazingly winter hardy 
and will,plague you next summer 
unless you clear them out 

2. Harvest leaves! We are 
fortunate here in Wilmington and 
Tewksbury to have an abundance 
of maple and other deciduous tees 


backyard gardening 


If there are none scar your 
property, check with the recycling 
center in South Wilmington. They 
will be making discarded leaves 


available to gardeners right 
through November. 
Laves are one of nature's true 


(and free) gifts to our gardens. It is 
impossible to turn under too many 
leaves. You can make your garden, 
in effect, a "working compost 
heap" by adding leaves in the fall 
and manure, either fresh or 
processed, in the spring. Leaves 
add track elements to the soil but 
their primary benefit is as a soil 
conditioner. They become minia- 
ture sponges as they break down 
and aid immeasurably in the 
garden's ability to retain and meter 
oul water through the heat of 
summer. I like to spread three or 
four inches of maple leaves over 
the garden's surface in October, 
add an inch or so of manure in 
early April, then rototill 
everything in by mid-April just in 
time to plant the peas. 

3. Clean and store the tools. lise 
only three garden tools from 
spring through fall. They are a 
long handled spade, a hard rake 


and a hoe. When I take the time to- 


clean them properly and store them 
where they will remain-dry, they 
last at last twice as long as would be 
the case if neglected. 

This will wrap it up for 1990. 
Hope to be back in April of 1991, 
barring the unforeseen

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ICI Resins plans facility to handle chemicals 


The public hearing before the 
Wilmington Board of -Appeals 
Tuesday evening for ICI Resins 
was larger in scope than previous 
discussions had indicated. ICI is 
asking for a special permit because 
the ‘firm is planning a new and 
larger facility. So far, in its 
planning ICI has spent $2 million, 
with the end not yet in sight. 

ICI occupies the plant which, 
many years ago was Polyvinyl 
Chemicals. Polyvinyl and Avco, 
back about 1960 cooperated in the 
construction of a sewer which 
would connect both plants with the 
sewer to Boston, then being 
constructed. Avco is now Textron, 
facing on Lowell Street and ICI 
faces on Main Street; near the 
Town Farm railroad bridge. The 
two firms are, in a sense, back to 
back with extensive acreage. 

ICI's hearing was necessary 
because it is preparing to handle 
four corrosive chemicals, in a 
small way, and has to conform to 
both the new Wilmington bylaw, 
voted in the town meeting last 
spring, and new requirements of 
the federal statutes, recently voted, 

ICI is planning to improve the 
quality of the waste water from its 
plant. It surprised the new 
representative of the Wilmington 


Planning Board, Dick Longo of 
Allenhurst Way who remarked that 
the company was growing, and he 
was pleased to hear about it. 

Longo's remarks came after 
Larry Fitch, project engineer for 
ICI discussed the new parking 
facility his company is planning. 
There will be parking for 206 
vehicles. Town bylaws call for 167. 

Fitch made a half apology to the 
appeals chairman, Bruce Mac- 
Donald, saying it was the first time 
he had discussed this type of 
facility under the new laws. Mac- 
Donald assured Fitch that, for him, 
it was also a first time. 

Fitch said he expects the facility 
will be operational by next June. 
The plans will have to be submitted 
to four Wilmington boards for 
their votes. In addition to the 
Board of Appeals, the Planning 
Board, the Water and Sewer 
Commissioners and the Board of 
Health will have to vote on 
approval. The Planning Boad will 
be discussing a site plan review 
next Tuesday night. 

A complete list of the chemicals 
mentioned Tuesday evening, in- 
volved sodium hydroxide, hydro- 
chloric acid and pico. All will be 
handled in a facility planned to be 
constructed of concrete 


When the project has been com- 
pleted, the Board of Appeals was 
told, the waste material will be 
directed to the WRA sewer to 
Boston.

Commissioners steamed 
over water main plan 


Chairman Arthur Smith and the 
Wilmington Water Commissioners 
had several reason why they would 
not approve of the installation of a 
12 inch water main at their meeting 
of September 20. The proposal was 
to install a 12 inch water main to 
connect the end of Upton Road in 
North Wilmington with Jonspin 
Road, a separate road in another 
subdivision, about half a mile 
northerly, off Andover Street. 

The involved section of Jonspin 
Road is "over the hill" from 
Andover Street, and cannot be seen 
without going onto that road and 
up the hill. 

Irene Woodfall of the 
enginecring firm of Allen & 
Demerjian was at the 
commissioners meeting to discuss 
the proposal. The firm she 
represents seems to be planning an 
industrial park at the present end of 
Upton Road. She had already 
discussed the. proposal with the 
Wilmington Planning Board, the 
Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission, and it seems, someone in 
the Wilmington Fire Department. 

The proposal was to install the 12 
inch water main before any other 
work was done. Afterwards a 
street was to be constructed to 
connect the two roads. The idea of 
connecting the two streets seemed 
to have come from the fire 
department. 

Chairman Arthur Smith and 
Water Superintendent Paul Duggan 
had several remarks to make about 
the proposal. The other commis- 
sioners had nothing to say, but they 
nodded their heads in approval of 
the remarks of Smith and Duggan. 

Smith told the lady that "it is 
impossible" to put in a water main 
in Wilmington which goes over 
private land or involves a street 
which is not a public way. 
Woodfall protested that "it is going 
to be a public way!" 

Duggan spoke up to say that 
Jonspin Road is not a public way, 
and further that water system 
which was installed om that street 
“wanders off and on the street." 

Smith added that there was "no 
engineering" for those water 
mains, and that “our water mains 
are only on public ways, Period." 

Duggan told of the plans 
displayed at a public hearing, 
presumably before the Wilmington 
Planning Board, The proposed 
connection between Jonspin Road 


and Upton Road was spoken of as 
being a recommendation of the 
Wilmington Fire Department, he 
said. 

Smith: "Jonspin Road is a 
nightmare! They never did any 
surveying!" 

During the ensuing conversation 
Woodfall mentioned that_ the 
Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission would not let her firm plan 
a short section of the road which 
would cross a small wetland, where 
water flows toward Route 125. She 


told the commissioners that she is 
now engaged in altering the plans 
for the connecting road, uphill,to 
go around the source of the water. 

Smith: "You do not have to do 
that! The. Conservation Com- 
mission cannot stop you from 
crossing at that place!" 

His last remark was that "We 
have a modern water distribution 
system, and we are going lo 
maintain it as such!"

WHEN SHOULD BRACES START? 


The answer depends on 
the type of problem, the stage of 
tooth development, and the attitude 
and potential cooperation of the 
patient.

This is important because / 
the orthodontist knows that most 
treatments take two to two and a 
half years and cannot be com- 
pleted until all permanent teeth 
are in and straightened.

, The mantra of the night was Joe's 
- saying of "Bootie, Bootie, Bootie," 
“which Chairman of the Selectmen, 

Bill Hurton, said Cormier mumbles 
‘on the golf course for good shots, 
;. bad shots, and anybody else's shots. 
‘Stickers bearing a likeness of Santa 
(Claus, with the words "Bootie, 

Bootie, Bootie" were seen on lapels 
«and dresses around the hall. 

Cormier has dressed up as Santa 
¢ for Christmas for many years. 

Stories about Cormier were the 
centerpiece of many speakers. 

Former Selectman Dick Morris 
told of a former police chief telling 
Cormier to correct a problem with 
people parking in the fire lane at 
the Stadium Plaza. Morris said that 
Cormier ticketed a number of cars, 
then returned to work the desk at 
the police station. 

An hour or so later, Morris said, 
an elderly lady came in with a ticket 
and complained that she was there 
to buy her medicine, and that she 
was unable to walk very far, 

Whereupon, according to Morris, 
Joe then took the ticket and angrily 
noted that "These guys would ticket 
their own mothers" and promptly 
tore up the parking ticket that he 
himself had written,

Redmen charge past Central

Lawrence Central Catholic coach 
Mike Cassano opened the door to 
victory just a crack, and 
Tewksbury High School's high 
powered offense charged smack 
through that gap in handing the 
defending MVC champions a 22-15 
loss in a conference showdown at 
dreary Veteran's Stadium Saturday 
afternoon.

Redmen senior wide-out Sean 
Mackey suffered a neck sprain on 
the conversion and was knocked 
from the game temporarily, setting 
the stage for some fourth quarter 
heroics. 

It is in that fourth quarter that the 
TMHS coaching staff smiled 
imwardly when Cassano decided 
not to punt from his own endzone 
with 3:13 left to play in the game. 

Central took the two-point safety 
rather than kick, making the score 
15-14 with 2:23 left. 

The free kick gave Tewksbury 
excellent field position, and the 
Redmen went right to work 
picking apart the Red Raider 
secondary, 

Junior quarterback Dana 
Boudreau (6-11-1, 129 yards) 
found senior Sean Conley with a 22 
yard pass to advance the ball to the 
Central 26. Mackey then came back 
into the game despite his injury and 
immediately burned the hosts for 
the game winner as Boudreau 
pumped-faked and found Mack 
with the 26 yard game winner 
along the left flat, 

Boudreau capped his brilliant 
game with a rush for the two point 
conversion and a 22-15 Redmen 
victory.

I drop by for a chat, there's a new

to solve, or a job that only I can do. 

One week it's the pool cover that 
needs to be lifted off, another time 
there's a bee swarm on the chimney 
and a few weeks later the dog and 
the cat both have ticks. Lovely,

Last week, after visiting my wife 
at the hospital in Boston, I swung 
by to chat with Mom, bring her up 
to date on medical events, and sip a 
cold one. 

When I pulled into the driveway, 
Mom opened the door and asked if I 
could smell anything unusual. Gee, 
Mom, except for an over-whelming 
odor of skunk in the air, I'd have to 
say nothing much that I can detect, 
really. Why? 


Pretty little animals, really, 
with lovely black-and-white fur.

Yellow Ribbons 
for Reading 


By DOUGLAS WOOD-BOYLE 

any people have said “I 
M am only one person, 
what can I do,” Bill 
Simpson proved that one person 
with the right idea and the belief 
in that idea can get a whole town 
to back it : 

Thus, Operation Yellow Rib- 
bon was conceived. Because of 
this, Reading Square is covered 
from one end of Main Street to 
the other with yellow ribbons. 
These have been tied to the light 
poles so that people will remem- 
ber the men and women from this 
community, including Simpson's 
son Andrew, who are now sta- 
tioned throughout the Middle East 
and the Persian Gulf. 

Simpson said that ribbons were 
just one way of giving the troops 
the support that was never given 
to the Viet Nam era veterans. 

The idea spread and people 
now have little yellow ribbons 
tied to their cars and on the front 
of their homes 

According to Simpson, “More 
and more I am seeing yellow rib- 
bons on businesses, private hous- 
es and cars around town. As time 
passes the people are getting per- 
sonally related to the movement. I 
feel a personal kinship when I 
spot a ribbon.” 

Despite all the work he has 
contributed to the program’s suc- 

ess, Simpson talks more about 
the help he has received from the 
business owners and residents of 
the community, 

“Tt is a situation like this that 
makes one realize how interde- 
pendent we are on other people,” 
he said. 

Simpson first got the idea 
when he read about Athol native 
Corrine Davis, who started a simi- 
lar operation in her town. 

“T thought it was an idea that 
the town of Reading would sup- 
port,” Simpson said, 


At the end of August, he 
brought the idea to the Daily 
Times Chronicle, where it was 
supported and where Editor Bruce 
Morang wrote about it. This gen- 
erated more interest throughout 
the community. 

Simpson then went to the busi- 
ness community, where he has 
received much of his support, 
especially from four local florists. 

“We contacted the floris' 


Simpson said. “They provided the 
designs and we provided the 
material.” 

Among these, he is especially 
thankful to Audrey Thompson and 
Cornelia Durham of Flower Pot 
originals, who donated the most 
finished ribbons to the project. 
Simpson also thanks Terri 
Pemberton, Michelle Bruno and 
Nancy Bruno of the Reading 
Shower of Flowers. “They 


weren’t even opened yet, when~ 


we approached them,” he said. 

Judy Colbourne and Phyllis 
Vedder of Eric’s Greenhouse and 
Garden Center and Josie of the 
Depot Flower Shop are also 
receiving kudos from Simpson for 
the hours they spent working on 
the well over 150 ribbons that 
adorn the town 

According to Simpson, the 
work on many of the ribbons was 
done at home on the workers own 
time. 

To pay for the materials, 
Simpson approached Reading 
Cooperative Bank Senior Vice 
President T. Gerald Richards, who 
set up an account for donations to 
a fund, 

Simpson said that the account 
received enough donations to pay 
for the materials, and their future 
maintenance. The small excess 
will be donated to the Veterans 
Administration Hospital in 
Bedford. He added that the 
account is still open for anyone 
that wishes to make a contribu- 
tion, 

Other businesses in the com- 
munity have also made donations 
to Operation Yellow Ribbon, 
these include Fabric Town, who 
donated a number of small rib- 
bons to distribution points at 
Town Hall, the Library, the local 
florists, the Daily Times 
Chronicle office and the local 
florists. 


Morang said “Fabric Town 
gave us all the ribbon we could 
use (for the privately hung deco- 
rations).” 

Two other important contribu- 
tions were made by the Wayside 
Bazaar and the White Hen Pantry. 
Simpson said that Wayside pro- 
vided all the string used to tie the 
ribbons to the light poles and that 
the White Hen provided the milk 
cartons for the volunteer workers 
to stand on as they tied the rib- 
bons.

STONEHAM - As of last 
week, the Stoneham Board of 
Health has taken state non-smok- 
ing regulations one step further 
requiring non-smoking sections in 
restaurants with 50 or more seats 
rather than the state-mandated 75. 

According to the new regs’, 
any person who smokes in a non- 
smoking area after notice from the 
person in charge will be subject to 
a fine of not less than $10.nor 
more than $50; and any business 
owner who fails to comply with 
any provision of the regulation 
will be subject to a fine of not less 
than $20 nor more than $100. 

Unless otherwise approved, 
non-smoking areas must be inte- 
gral, not located between two 
smoking areas; and comprise no 
Iess than 25 percent of a restau- 
rant’s seating capacity. 

The regulation affects most 
Stoneham eating establishments, 
with the exception of a few small 
coffee shops.

The reason I 
went along with them is because I 
want to assure them that I am 
O.K., and because I want to be 
able to get my kids back when I 
get back home. That’s the only 
reason I’m letting them do this to 
me.” 

David wanted to question

Adams, although he began his 
tenure at the Minuteman Council 
on September 1, is hardly a 
stranger to New England. His 
father was born in Boston and he 
has relatives in Maine. Remem- 
bering how he had always

Many winter birds are attracted 
to backyard bird feeders and now 
is the time to stock up on seed for 
the coming season.

If the source is not reliable, 
the birds have to forage for their 
winter dict.

“Narrow Margin" Starring

Gene Hackman is one of those 
actors who can make all the dif- 
ference in the world to a movie 
that is teetering on the brink of 
mediocrity. In the case of "Narrow 
Margin," he is the one asset that 
makes this flick rise above a trite 
plot. 

Hackman plays a Los Angeles 
District Attorney who is deter- 
mined to reign in Carol (Anne 
Archer), a woman with the worst 
blind date story in the 20th centu- 
ry. Unlucky Carol got to watch as 
an infamous gangster iced her 
date. Panicking, she runs north for 
the border. Hackman's Robert 

‘Caulfield, smarter than most of 
‘the cops around him, heads after 
her. 

ry The rest of the film revolves 
jaround Hackman trying to bring 
‘Archer back from the Canadian 
{wilderness so she can testify in 
‘LA, whether she wants, to or not. 
The bad guys, of course, have no 
difficulty finding her and attempt 
to blow the two of them to bits. 
Hackman and Archer seek refuge 
on a grain, with the bad guys 
boarding just behind them. 

While Archer does her best 
with a limiting role, it is Hackman 
who brings subtle humor and 
much. needed warmth to a role 
that could have been gruntingly 
basic. He's much better at playing 
mind games than the mob hit 
men, who are all rather two 
dimensional. Well, James B. 
Sikking is a notch above the oth- 
ers, as Sikking leaves us with the 
impression that his character 
enjoys this warped game of cat 
and mouse. 

There's no denying that the plot 
is on the tired side, but director 
Peter Hyams manages to scare up 
quite a bit of suspense. True, you 
can spot the red herrings almost 
immediately, but the film hangs 
onto a sense of urgency. Another

You have to wonder if anyone 
actually saw this flick before they 
booked it. Awkward and ugly, 
"Hardware," is set up as a "cau- 
tionary futuristic thriller" in which 
writer/director Richard Stanley 
cribs from several sources, among 
them science fiction and grade Z 
monster movies. This tired plot is 
further undermined by cheapo sets 
and murky production values. 

Most of the story is set inside a 
decaying apartment building-cum- 
bunker, where metal artist Jill 
(Stacey Travis) welds strange 
sculpture. When boyfriend Moe 
(Dylan McDermott) brings his 
main squeeze a bag of junk from 
"The Zone," she adds the head of 
a droid to a work in progress. The 
droid, which is not actually dead, 
turns out to be a model discontin- 
ued by the government, as it's 
killer instincts just won't quit 
Naturally, it goes on a rampage. 

There are several reasons why 
this flick isn't even worth the cost 
of the film it was shot on. For one 
thing, it includes several nasty 
scenes of a peeping Tom babbling 
extremely graphic obscenities 
while watching a naked woman. 
These scenes are meant to shock, 
but merely disgust. 

The inane and mean-spirited 
plot is padded with psychedelic 
and surreal filler which adds noth- 
ing but shoddiness. And finally, 
all the red and black spray paint in 
the world will never cover up an 
amateurish set or convince an 
audience they are looking at a 
post-apocalyptic world. That 
would take a little imagination 
and creativity, commodities not to 
be found in this film.

A New Hampshire man once 
diagnosed as sterile has become 
the first in New England to father 
a child.through a new surgical 
procedure known as epididymal 
aspiration, or EA. 

Vincent Benevento, 39, and his 
wife, Denise, 34, of Stratham, 
New Hampshire are expecting 
twins in November. They are 
among a handful of couples in the 
U.S. to employ EA successfully, 
and the first in New England to 
complete conception using in- 
vitro fertilization (IVF). Their 
story represents a breakthrough in 
male infertility for Dr. Vito 
Cardone, director of the New 
England Memorial Hospital 
Fertility Center, and Dr. Robert 
Oates of Boston's University 
Hospital: 

Epididymal aspiration is a 
microsurgical procedure per- 
formed by Dr. Oates to draw 
sperm directly from the epi- 
didymis, a coiled tube attached to 
the testes. Males born without vas 
deferens, the tubes that carry 
sperm to the penis, or blocked vas 
deferens, show the zero sperm 
count that afflicts Vincent 
Benevento and many others. 

The procedyre requires several 
hours of surgery under local or 
general anesthesia to suction 
sperm directly from the epi- 
didymis. Once aspirated, sperm 
are evaluated for viability by a 
biologist and matched with eggs 
taken simultaneously from the 
man's partner. The eggs may be 
fertilized inside the woman's body 
in the GIFT procedure, or in the 
laboratory through IVF, as was 
done with the Beneventos.
